Personal Glimpses of Stars of the 
Theatre and Muiic World. In 
This Issue: PAUL ROBESON. 

Last week the walls of His Ma 
Jesty's Theatre bulged under the 
■train of a capacity audience which 
filled every Inch of space from 
wings to gods. It was, indeed, an 
occasion for rejoicing. For Paul 
Robeson had returned after all'too- 
long an absence, to the Montreal 
concert stage. 

Seldom in the musical history of 
this city had there been such a 
lleld-day for lovers of great vocal 
interpretation. From the moment 
Kir. Robeson stepped out to sing 
the magnificent hymn "Lord God of 
Abraham" until late in the evening 
when as many requests as an ar- 
tist's physical endurance could al- 
low had been fulfilled, the audi- 
ence was held in the rich splendour 
of hit voice. 

With the changing mood of each 
rendition, his listeners were trans* 
formed through every type of emo- 
tion, in reaction with the nature 
of the piece. And as an added de- 
lightful touch to the evening, his 
■ccomplished accompanist, Laurence 
Brown, who has been with him 
since he abandoned AU-American 
football for the concert stage, join- 
ed him in singing "Ezckiel Saw 
the Wheel." 

Mr. Robeson's mastery of lan- 
guages is phenomenal. His pro- 
gram included the monologue from 
"Boris Godbuhov" In Russian, the 
"March of the Peat-Bog Soldiers" 
(the song of the men in the con- 
centration camp at Dachau), sung 
in perfect German, the march of 
the Chinese Volunteers, in Chi- 
nese, and a Hebrew melody in that 
language. The smooth clarity of 
diction, and accuracy of dialecUls 
truly amazing. 

Following the performance, when 
the scores who remained to com- 
pliment him had filed out, clutch- 
ing treasured autographs, 1 went 
backstage to renew a friendihip t>c- 
gun in London in, 1036, and sustain- 
ed through several meetings since 
that time. I remember well the 
first meeting with Robeson: It was 
summer, and he had returned from 
a Scandinavian tour with Canadian 
pianist Ellen Ballon. I met him In 
a small flat just oft Sloane Square, 
which was the studio of Sally 
Ryan, noted Canadian sculptor; she 
had just completed a magnificent 
bust of him, and he was paying her 
t visit 

As we talked ho started to sing, 
In full voice. Through more re- 
cent meetings, I discovered that he 
literally never stops singing. How 
wonderful for all who know him! 

He is a tall man, and his massive 
shoulders make it easy to be- 
lieve that he was not so long ago 
an Ail-American tackle, and a lead- 
ing athlete in the nation. His 
graciousness and generosity on the 
concert stage is equally in evidence 
in his private life, and his everlast* 
ing wish to bring happiness through 
his art to those who are denied 
through circumstance the finer 
things which our world has to offer. 

It is in eager anticipation and 
with great pleasure that I announce 
that Paul Robeson expects to return 
late in March or early in April for 
B recital. I know that I speak for 
all who heard him last Monday 
night, and for all who have ever 
heard him, when I say that I hope 
that this will be only the first of 
many recitals here by one who wiU 
Biways hold the loving respect of 
our community.

The exhibition will open tomorrow, and will 
continue over Friday and Saturday. If circiimstances permit, the 
display will reniain avnilnblc for a longcr^pMÎbd^"^"^^ 

The four architectural schools<>' 
whose work will be shown are 



those of McGlll. the University of 
Manitoba, Toronto University and 
TEcoIe dc Beaux Arts. These four 
arc the only schools in Canada 
whose graduates earn the official 
diploma and enter the architectural 
profession. 

Annual Display. 

The display is an annual func- 
tion organized by the Royal Archi- 
tectural Institute of Canada, It is 
held in conjunction with the In- 
stitute's yearly meeting, usually in 
the city where the meeting Is being 
held. Last year's display was ex- 
hibited in the Faculty Club, while 
that of thé previous year was held 
in Hart House, Toronto. 

The work of Canadian undergra- 
duate students in architecture 
makes up the exhibit. A prize is 
offered by the Royal Architectural 
Institue to the school which sub- 
mits to the exhibition the most 
constructive, varied, and original 
work. 

The exhibition, after being shown 
in Montreal during the course of 
the Institute's meeting, will move 
to other cities involved, in order 
that the students in each school may 
inspect the work of students in 
the other schools. " ' 

Topics Discussed 

The Architectural Institute has 
announced that topics under dis- 
cussion at this yar's meeting will 
Include town-planning, housing and 
other, problems facing the architect 
in the period of post-war recon- 
struction. These topics, it was fur- 
ther announced, will make up a 
considerable portion of the students 
work to be shown at the exhibition.

Kharkov Falls to Russians ^ 

London, February 16-Russian troops in furious battle captured the 
city of Kharkov today, toppling the most powerful Nail base in all 
Southern Russia, and imperilling all German forces In the whole battle 
. area east of the Dnieper river, a special Soviet communique declared 
tonight. 

The fall o£ the important industrial centre and former capital of the 
rich Ukraine marked a 375-mi/o advance west from Stalingrad since the 
Russian winter offensive began in November, and the most significant 
victory tor Soviet arms outside the triumph at Stalingrad itself.

Ottawa. February 16.— Canada's first ship casualty in the Canadian 
Kavy's new theatre of operations, the Mediterranean, was announced by 
Navy Minister Macdonald yesterday. : . 

He' said the corvette Loulsburg has been sunk by air attack with the 
loss of 38 lives. Including that .of the commander, Lt.-Cmdr. William F. 
Campbell, 39, of Saskatoon and Toronto. All the casualties were listed by 
the Navy as "missing, presumed killed in action." 

The Loulsburg went down under "attacks of enemy dive bombers and 
,4orpedo planes while in convoy duty in the Mediterranean waters," said

Harvard Professor 
Will Speak on 
Russia in East 

Dr. Michael Karpovich, professor 
of Modern History at Harvard Uni- 
versity, will address McGill stu- 
dents on Friday at 12.00 noon in 
Moyse Hall on "Russia in the Far 
East." ' 

Born in Tiflis in Georgia, then a 
province of Imperial Russia, Dr. 
Karpovich was educated at the Uni. 
verslty of Moscow but left Russia 
after the revolution of 1917. He 
his been at Harvard since 1927, spe> 
clallzlng in the history of Russia 
and in the economic history of 
modem Europe. 

Df, Karpovich hu published a 
number of books including t his- 
tory of Imperial Russia from 1801 
to 1917, although probably In this 
field the work by which he is best 
known has been his recent edition 
of Paul Miliukov's 'Outlines of 
Russian Culture' in three volumes 
tliat was published last year. He 
has also contributed a valuable ap- 
preciation of 'Pushkin as a Poet' to 
a volume of essays commemorative 
of that great Russian author. In 
the field of economic history he has 
written an 'Economic History of 
Europe Since 1750' in collaboration 
with Professors Bowden and Usher. 

Commenting on Dr. Karpovich's 
visit to McGill a member of the 
History department said that there 
had long been a demand among the 
students for Information on the po 
sltion of Russia in relation to the 
very complicated affairs of the Far 
East. So far there has been no one 
available who was really compc' 
tent to lecture on such a subject. 
Professor Karpovich. he continued, 
with his knowledge of Russian sour- 
ces and his Intimate acquaintance 
with Russian history should provide 
just what McGill students have beei> 
desiring.

U.S. Students 
Are Drafted 

Colleges Chosen 
For Training 
Of Specialists 

Toronto, February 15. (CUP) — 
The final plan for calling college 
students in^ the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps to active duty and the initial 
list of non-federal education institu- 
tions approved for utilization by the 
War and Navy Departments for spe- 
cialized training in the armed forces 
have been released from Washing- 
ton. 

Two hundred and eighty-one sep- 
arate educational Institutions have 

been chosen for the Initial list of 
those to be used for s^lallzed 
training of the armed forces. The 
joint committee of the. Army, Navy 
and^ War Manpower Commission 
which is administering the plan has 
announced that it is still receiving 
applications for placement on the 
approved list from other schools and 
colleges. The committee will con- 
tinue to approve other institutions 
and in some instance. - additional 
training programs will be instituted 
in colleges already approved. 

The status of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps which has t>een worrying its 
members in various crises through- 
out the current school year has at 
last been settled. All members of 
the . Reserve now in collège will 
wind up their civilian campus life 
between now and the end of June, 
1943. Some of them will return to 
campus in uniform immediately, 
others will leave for basic training 
centres to return to college later to 
continue their studies. Still others 
have a definite "maybe" attached 
to their college futures. 

Reservists generally, that Is, those 
who are not in military colleger, 
medicine, or engineering, will be 
called to duty at the end of the cur- 
rent term. Following basic training 
they will be eligible for further 
college training under the Army 
Specialized Training Program. They 
will not necessarily be returned to 
the colleges in which they were 
previously enrolled. 

Medical students (including den- 
tal and veterinary students) in the 
Enlisted reserves will be immedi- 
ately assigned to. schools to continue 
their studies, and in some cases 
they will continue their studies in 
their own schools.

Function of a University In War- 
time." 

Amongst those who will present 
short talks on the position of Can- 
adian imlversities will be: Professor 
David L. Thomson, Dean of ^e 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research, who heads the list of 
speakers; Dr. Raymond Boyer. of 
the Department of Chemistry; and 
Dr. F. Howes, of the Department of 
Electrical Engineering. Dr. Stein- 
berg, head of the Department of 
Genetics, wlU speak. on the extent 
to which the United States govern- 
ment hat mobilized the American 
universities, with special reference 
to Columbia University. 

In the first Issue of the News and 
Reviews Bulletin of the club, which 
was mailed early this week in four- 
page form, it was stated that this 
meeting was being called In order 
to "help clarify the confused posi- 
tion in which most students flhd 
themselves to-day.

The union must take place after 
the war, and only In the event that 
no larger union of^-Engltsh-speaking 
nations, or of democracies, or' of a 
larger union should prove possible. 

The McGill team will argue that 
Canada has sufficient resources to 
be economically, and therefore, 
politically Independent of the Uni- 
ted States if sound principles of 
economic planning are adopted.

We note witli distinct dissatisfaction i 
trend in Frcncli Canadian thouglit wliich 
has been generated^by the war. 

This new aspect of political thought in 
O^bec is typified by the recent entrance 
of a third parly into the provincial polit- 
ical arena. More significantly, it is dis- 
cernible in almost every issue of many 
French Canadian newspapers, especially 
those of our collegiate colleagues in Mont- 
real. 

The latest issue of the "Quartier Latin," 
student newspaper of Montreal University, 
carries a front-page article headlined "Feu 
dè Paille?" which, being translated into 
the colloquial English, would read "Flash 
in the Pan?" 

We discern a "national awakening" in 
this province. We find that the war, 
especially the recent plebiscite, has given 
to French Canadians a new self;conscious 
nesE, which should be fosterecl in the post- 
war years. We deplore the fact that the 
French Canadian nationalism of the last 
war declined with the return of peace. He 
asks "Will this (our psychology) . . . simply 
disappear with the crisis which engendered 
ii? Will it turn otit to be an absurd flash 
yn-the-pan, or an authentic renaissance?" 
We do not wish to see a return to the 
"pre-war bonne-entente status quo." Far 
from that. But let not confuse the issue. 
j^i LCan adians aspire to national progress, 
amlcabîe^relàtions between the two eth- 
nic groups living in this country. We 
would be the last to condemn a desire for 
real progress in the material and cultural 
development of this province, or in it« 
relations to the country as a whole. 

But we disagree that such an advance 
would be made through the mechanism of 
a provincial-nationalist "bloc populaire." 
The most naive practical politician . in 
Quebec province is well aware that an all- 
French Canadian political party would 
pve rise to a similar party in English 
speaking Canada. The inevitable rèsult 
wôuld be an irrcconciliablc split between 
Quebec and. the rest of Canada. It would 
be a national: disaster, a foundering rock 
for ConfederaUon. 

jThis very war has clearly shown that 
jmults are obtainable only through co- 
opiéi-ation and imderstanding. The foster- 
ing of a separatist^nationalist party or 
-;<ffeèd in Québec province is contrary to 
|our every belief, and will not contribute to 
progress and unity in Canada in time of 
peace. 

^ Wartime is almost invariably used by 
political opportuniste for the furtherance 
of their personal interests. We are certain 
ibàt the majority of French Canadians are 
not favorably impressed by the" dema- 
gogues of nrovincialism. Quebccers must 
bè wary of the attempts of an unreprescnt- 
aUva group Ito gain « foothold in their 
polkical institutiqu.

What Abouf 
Joe College?

The universities have hit the headlines. "In 
the U.S., the Army and Navy have made short 
work of thé arts courses, and In this country 
the newspapers are out for the student's blobd. 
Shiriters, draft dodgers, privileged minority- 
one would think that students were the most 
useless creatures on earth. The unlversiues 
react in their own way. Conferences are held 
and resolutions passed. What Is all the fuss 
about? What is wrong with the unlverslUes? 

Let us leave the heat of battle for a moment 
and ask ourselves what Is the Job of the uni- 
versities— what can tile nation expect of them? 

The Job of the unlverslUes Is higher educa- 
tion and we can expect them to provide trained 
men and women to help tackle the problem' 
of our society both In the war and In the dif- 
ficult period of reconstruction, and to give life 
and strength to the cultural heriUge that should 
enrich the lives of our citizens. Sounds good, 
but what does It mean? What are the problems 
we have to tackle? 

If we are to achieve anything at all, and if 
our cultural heritage is to be of any use to us, 
we must first win the war. And this is the 
supreme problem the universities must tackle 
today. Their activities must become an In- 
tegral part (K lb* nation's war affort. 




The universities have distinctive contribu- 
tions to make in a wide variety of fields. They 
are the source of scientlstis, engineers, doctors, 
nurses, social ' workers, for all of whom there 
Is a crying need In the war. Moreover, today 
the war effort Invades every flcld of human 
activity, and the purely "cultural" resources of 
tifc universities must be mobilized too. Men 
and women trained In modern languages are 
required as censors aind Ihtérpretêirs and . for 
propaganda work. The universities can pro- 
vide facilities and personnel for educational 
work in the armed forces and in industry. This 
provision of cultural facilities for the armies 
in khaki and overalls contributes greatly to the 
strengthening of morale, and is thus an im- 
portant part of the war effort. Tlie social 
sciences can provide students, workers, and 
fighters with a fuller understanding of the 
issues and causes of the war, and the nature of 
tho fascist enemy, thus greatly stimulating our 
immediate war effort while at tho same time 
helping to lay tho foundation for a lasting 
peace. 

TliUB the unlyersities have a great pert to 
play in the war, but If they are to fulfill their 
tasks a great many changes will have to be 
made. In the technical and scientific courses, 
facilities for study and research must be In- 
creased. In army courses, in science and arts, 
the curriculum will have to be changed in order 
to adapt them to present needs. The number 
of students in the different courses must be 
regulatjk[fciokthat ^'npg manpower la ,i wasted. 
CoursM*must^e^peeded"iiip'wKê'ré^^ 
Women must be encouraged to replace men. 
In those arts courses that are not ot importance 
for the war enrollment will have to be severely 
restricted. . However, it would be possible to 
ensure that such courses will be adequately 
sUuUedJafter .the war by keeping In. them a 
minimal'ntùniier of first class students who are 
unfit to make a significant contribution to the 
immediate war effort. Some of these may be 
men returned from active service and dis- 
charged from the army. 

Some of these changes have already been 
made in 'the scientific courses. However, a full 
reorganization. of the universities to play their 
part in the war has been opposed by a large 
number of students and professors. Let us try 
to find out why. 

It is said that the universities have the duty 
of preserving the cultural heritage for which 
we are fighting, and that therefore no changes 
must be made In the arts courses and the num- 
ber of students must not be restricted. 

It is true that our cultural heritage must be 
maintained. And more than that, the oppor- 
tunity to enjoy our culture should be preserved 
not only for a few privileged students but for 
the whole nation. Our cultural heritage Is not 
something to lib carefully guarded In Isolated 
classrooms and in the depths at library stock- 
rooms. It will contribute to its own preserva- 
tion if we use it as a weapon in the fight against 
Hitler's barbarism. By an energetic offensive 
on the morale front and the ideological front 
we can hasten Hitler's defeat 

Many art students have already left the uni- 
versities and are defending our culture In the 
armed forces and on the production lines. Hie 
utmost that the preservation of culture can re- 
quire is the maintenance of an adequate teach- 
ing staff. 

Again, we hear it said that the task of the 
universities is to train "leaders" and "thinkers" 
with a "broad, liberal outlook" and what not, 
to guide us in the post-war reconstruction. 
Therefore, they insist, the universities should 
not adapt their curricula to the needs of the 
war, and arts students should be left at Uielr 
studies. This, of course, ignores the question 
of whether training In philosophy, pass arts, 
ancient history or English literature is a neces- 
sary qualification in those we want to "guide" 
us in the poet-war world, and also brushes 
aside the fact that many of us will not accept 
as'"guldes" those who have spent the war years 
In an ivory tower. If the attitude of such per- 
sons were general, it would bo impossible to 
achieve the necessary all out effort. 

The way to ^edy victory and the way ftat 
will ultimately entail the least sacrifice, is to 
take the offensive in Europe now. Our leaders 
have shown that they mean to take the Initia 
tive this year. We will only succeed if we back 
up the offensive with an absolutely 100 per cent 
effort. In which all sections ot the community, 
including the universities, exert their powers to 
the utmost. 

It has also been. argued.xUtat the govern 
ment wants the unlversltles'to'^concentrate on 
training post-war leaders, as shown by the fact 
that students, who pass their exams are ex- 
empted from the draft But those who use this 
argument would hardly suggest that thé gov 
emmcnt is Infallible. T%ere are plenty of mis- 
takes In the government manpower policy, or 
rather its absence of a manpower policy, and 
its treatment of the universities is just one of 
them. Those who rejoice In the present posi- 
tion of the non-essential courses say that if a 
large-scale offensive should be started, well 
then, of course, the govcm'meht would dose 
down the a^U cmunoil^Uogether and there 
wouldn't be much'olte^^^ld do about It— after 
all, there's a war on, don't you know, Tliey 
arc right. This is very likely what will hap' 
pen— unless the universities do something about 
it now. Would such a policy "preserve our cul- 
tural heritage?" No. Would it produce a total 
war effort to back up the off enslve? Of course 
not To muddle along from crisis to crisis, to 
hang on to "business as ùsiiâl". 'as long as you 
can and then to turn everything upside down 
in hasty panic Is no substitute for planning anï 
foresight. It means a wasté of time) ot .ré-' 
sources, and of lives. To achieve an all-out war 
effort, we must reorganize thé university how. 
Such a reorganization carried out rationally 
and not in thoughtless haste will make it pos- 
sible to preserve the necessary continuity In 
the cultural field. . 

Which brings us to another point ' Titere 
are those who say that as long as there It a 
waste ot manpower In this or that field, ai long 
as all kinds of luxuries are produced, there Is 
no need to cut down on education. Here is 
another variety of the "leave-the-war-to-Joe" 
,kind of argument, that could equally well be 
used by nearly everybody in the country. Clear- 
ly an all-out war éffort can only bo achieved 
if wo each récoghizçiour ;responsibllliy, quite 
regardless of what so-and-sb is doing. Further- 
more U should be clear that any real watte of 
manpower that is still occurlng is not due to

"Will You Build a 
' Better Man-trap" 
Says Professor 

RATION RATION COUPONS 

• (From the Varsity) 
"Food will play a vital part in 
post-war reconstruction," J. Undis- 
tributed Mlddleton, Professor of 
Economics at the University of 
Toronto, claimed In an address pre- 
pared for delivery last night to the 
Trinity College Social Conscience 
aub. 

"If the present government policy 
of unrestricted food rationing Is 
carried to its logical extreme, the 
consequences will be|cUsaiitrouaJ(to 
the naUon," Dr. Middleton^wlair-: 
ed. r: r i' : 

"You cannot eat ration coupons," 
he added. The audience tittered. 

Turning to the subject of tho 
post-war world, Dr. Mlddleton out- 
lined his blueprint for a balanced 
peacetime economy. 

The international order must be 
stabilized, he told hU admiring 
listeners, and the free flow of inter- 
national trade must not be Impeded 
Relations with foreign countries 
must be Improved, he insisted, and 
the government must meet labour 
problems in a spirit ot open and 
Impartial Inquiry. 

Farmers ought to have more 
ethics," Dr. Mlddleton observed 
petulantly, "and they should be 
encouraged to produce by being 
paid occasionally." 

Housing conditions must be dealt 
with, he stated. "It Is Imperative 
that Canadian citizens have a ceil- 
ing hanging over their heads," he 
declared amid thunderous cheers. 

The demands of the Indian and 
Chinese massés must be met and 
Russia must be aided and pacified, 
he said. "In spite, of all that has 
been said to the contrary, you can't 
hold the Chinaman down." 

Discussing the place of women af- 
ter the war. Dr. Mlddleton declared 
"dogmatically" that this question 
must be settled once and for all. 
"Women have a right to know," he 
said. 

Univer^ties must be maintained 
in the post-war world, he stipulated, 
although he expressed the. opinion 
that "present staffs and students are 
expendable." 

Discussing the amazing advances 
recently made by science, he stated 
that "The aeroplane Is here to stay 
—for a time at least." 

Describing what he modestly des- 
cribed as his "Master Plan for Can- 
ada," Dr. Mlddleton unassumingly 
suggested that after the war the 
production of ships, tanks, guns, 
bombers, munitions and stink- 
bombs must be maintained at -the 
maximum rate, "or even faster," and 
that the manufactured articles bo 
turned in to the nation's scrap drive 
"In this way," Dr. Mlddleton said.

The 
basic need Is for selective service. A selective 
service board should be established at each 
university, composed of representatives of the 
university, army, and industry. This board 
would decide on the number of students need- 
ed in each of the courses, in accordance with 
the needs of the war effort. It would select 



suitable students for the various courses from 
among ^^ ^Mg^cdjiMl^^graduates. Ibis method 
of sdëcUo^w^id'have to bo supplemented by 
a scheme of government allowances for needy 
students, »o that the best possible men and 
women can be obtained. 

This war is a challénge to the tmlversitlcs. 
The Czech students have found out what the 
Nazis think of higher education. If the unlver> 
sities take up the challenge and take their i>art 
in the peoples' war, they will be able to serve 
adequately the pe<^e In time of peace.
